DEADLOCK IN THE HOUSE. 


Democratic Caneas Regarding the 
Admission of Territories Into 
* 
tlie Union.

W ashington, April 7.—The House 
Committee on Manufactures resumed 
investigation ef the Oil Trust to-day. 
David Kirk, of Bradford, Pa., mem­ 
ber of the Producers’ Association, said 
that the Association was organized as a 
protection against the S’andard Oil 
Trust. It had two thousand members. 
After its formation it was found 
that a great deal of capital would be 
required to build ths now system’s 
pipe line, etc., and so negotiations 
were opened with the Standard, and 
an agreement reached by the Stand­ 
ard to give the Association the profits 
on 5,000,000 barrels of oil, if the Asso­ 
ciation 
would 
agree 
to 
cut 
down the production 17,000 bar­ 
rels per day, and refrain from 
opening new 
wells. 
The 
first 
act of the Association after this was to 
set arido the profits of 1.000,000 bar­ 
rels for the labor affected by the shut­ 
down. Then they went back to the 
Standard and 
squeezed another 
million barrels from it for the same 
purpose. There had been a daily 
average reduction of ‘25,000 barrels 
since the contract had been in force. 
The Standard the witness said, laid 
every possible obstado in the 
way of comi>etition. 
Represent­ 
ative Smith U8ked the witness 
if, when the Association was formed, 
they thought they could by the legis­ 
lative enactments of Pennsylvania 
compel the Standard Oil Company to 
carry oil to every body. The witness 
said: Yes; we were “suckers,” 
though. Think so? I certainly 
thought they should regulate a mons­ 
ter tliey had created. The witness 
'thought the pipe lines {should be own­ 
ed by the State. 


P a r lia m e n ta r y T a c tic s . 
W ashington, April 7.—The House 
met this morning at 11:30 in continu­ 
ation of Wednesday’s session. Tay­ 
lor having demanded the regular or­ 
der, the speaker stated that the pend­ 
ing question was upon motion of Mr. 
Taylor, that the House resolve itself 
into a committee of the whole on the 
Direct Tax b:ll. Oates was immediate­ 
ly on hand with a motion for recess 
until 2 o’clock, which was supple­ 
mented by Weaver with a motion to 
substitute four o’clock, and waa fur­ 
ther supplemented by Breckenridge 
with a motion substituting three 
o’clock. 
At 
the 
conclusion of 
roll call Oates inquired whether 
the friends of the 
hill would 
permit 
three 
hours 
debate 
upon it without condition. Reed said 
they were ready to grant any time 
which might be required for ajfall and 
complete debate, desiring simply that 
the previous question be considered 
as ordered and a vote bo taken on 
the passage of the bill at some defin­ 
ite time. Oates said the gentlemen 
on the other side wore conscious oi 
their power to vote down every 
amendment and pass the bill, leaving 
the opponents no opportunity to com­ 
promise. All legislation proceeded 
on the idea of compromise, and if hs 
agreed that the previous question 
should bo ordered on the bill in 
advance, all the majority Vfould have 
to do would he to vote down every 
amendment. Heed replied that un­ 
der the constitution the majority was 
competent to decide what amend­ 
ments it would adopt, what bills it 
would pass, aud what it would refuse 
to pass The majority was

Any amount of debato and any num­ 
ber of amendments. If the amend­ 
ments were adopted the matter 
would go into conference. If not the 
bill would pass as it stood, and would 
pass by virtue of having a majority of 
the representatives in favor of it. 
Oates said that under the rules of the 
House, the regular couree was that 
when a general debate ended in the 
committee erf the whole, a bill should 
be read paragraph by paragraph, for 
amendment and debate, under the 
five minutes rule. When the consid­ 
eration of a bill was completed, the 
majority could report it to the House 
and the previous question could be or­ 
dered upon. Reed suggested that the 
majority was endeavoring to proceed 
in the regular order, but the proceed­ 
ings were interrupted by the gentleman 
and his friends. The attempt to com­ 
. promise having failed, the battle was 
resumed. 
Alter another roll call 
Taylor proposed that the House go 
into Committee of the Whole, gen­ 
eral debate on the Direct Tar- bill to 
be limited to one hour. Oates said he 
would make answer to that proposi- 
tiou in an hour OYpo. TayLor sug­ 
gested that the ge^pkman might have 
until Monday to cotítidor the proposi­ 
tion if he wished to make a motion 
for recess until that day. By unani­ 
mous consent the House took a recess 
until 11:45 en Monday. The parlia­ 
mentary statue of the bill remains 
unchanged.

C a p ita l Notea. 
W ashington, April 7.—The Secre­ 
tary of State is in receipt of a dis­ 
patch from General Bragg, United 
States Minister to Mexico, enclosing 
a copv of the order from the depart­ 
m ent of 
war of Mexico, call 
ing attention to the late trespasses 
of 
the 
frontier 
by 
Mexican 
troops and saying that despite the 
severity with which the law dealt with 
Nogales and the offenders in 1887, 
these violations of the friendly Terri­ 
tory still continue. The Mexican 
troops, and officers especially, are 
therefore cautioned tobe more vigi­ 
lant in the future, under penalty of 
punishment such as the military law 
provides in case of further violations 
of this character. 
The Democratic members of the 
House held a caucus to-night to de­ 
cide upon the cause of policy in the 
admission of the territories. The fol­ 
lowing resolution was adopted on mo­ 
tion of Springer : 
Reiolved, That it is> the sense of 
this caucas that an enabling act for 
ths Territories of Dakota, M< 


Washington and New Mexico should 
be passed at this session providing for 
the 
constitutional convention in 
each 
Territory 
and submission 
of those constitutions for ratifica­ 
tion or rejection at an election 
in November, 1888, substantially 
provided for in the bill reported by 
the Committee on Territories. The 
caucus also adopted a resolution re­ 
questing the Committee on Rules to 
fix the time for considering the bills 
forfeiting unearned railroad land 
grants, etc. Just before adjournment a 
suggestion was made that a caucus 
be held Monday night for the purpose 
of taking steps to break the existing 
deadlock in the House. It became 
apparent, however, that a dangerous 
subject had been broached, and to 
prevent a possibility of a split in the 
caucus the matter was dropped. A 
sub committee of tho Appropriations 
Committee has completed the legisla­ 
tive, executive and judicial appropria­ 
tion bills.

OVKH THE DIAMOND FIELD. 


Freight Trnlna Collide—B»y Din 
trict Kaees—Ocean Shore 
Road.

St. H elena, April 7.—At the meet­ 
ing of wine growers this afternoon, 
the balance of tho subsidy for tho 
Bourne Wise wine cellar was raised 
and woik on the enterprise will com­ 
mence Monday. The cellar will have 
a frontage of four hundred feet, will 
be three stories high and will nave a 
capacity of two milliou gallons. The 
building, cooperage and equiptments 
will cost upwards of three hundred 
thousand dollars. 


C e n tra l’ * N ew P ic a . 
San F rancisco, April 7.—A Wash­ 
ington special to the Examiner says 
that when the Senate special commit­ 
tee on the Pacific railway bill met to­ 
day Creed Haymond, the Solicitor- 
General of the Central Pacific railway, 
concluded his argument on behalf 
of the corporation. Mr. Haymond 
said: In the case of the Union and 
Central compared, I have attempted 
to point out the difference in the status 
of the two transcontinental oompanics 
growing out of the nature of things. 
The Trunk Line of the Union Pacific 
road runs through the Platte riverbot- 
'oras, the garden spot of the West; 
the trunk line of the Central Pacific 
road runs through a country which 
cannot support a heavy population; 
the land of which is not arabio and 
adjacent to which aro no rich val­ 
leys which could be made tributary 
to that road. The grant to the Union 
Pacific was a garden; that to the Cen­ 
tral Pacific a desert. The line of 
the Union Pacific road, aided, is 1,038 
miles in length, wliilo tho aided line 
of the Central and Western Pacific 
combined is but 869 miles. The Gov- 
erment sustained great expense in 
protecting the construction forces of 
the Union Pacific, but not a dollar to 
that end waa expended by the Gov­ 
ernment on the Central line. 
The Central Pacific claims that 
there were certain equities in its favor 
under the creating act, and though 
the Pacific Railroad Commission gave 
little attention to these considerations, 
and, indeed, say as to some of them, 
that 
they 
do 
not 
consti­ 
tute a legal claim enforcible in 
the courts 
of law; 
but they 
have lost eight of the fact that Con­ 
gress passed on March 3, 1887. and 
the President approved, an Act re­ 
cognizing that equities did exist be­ 
tween the Government aud the road 
that must be considered before any 
adjustment of differences is finally 
made. 


Tkfe W llfcnr L la * . 
Ban F rancisco, April 7.—A gentle­ 
man from Fresno said to-day that tbs 
money in aid of the Wilbur line would 
probably all be subscribed soon: 
Wilbur and his associates will get 
what they have been seeking all along 
—a subsidy of two hundred thousand 
dollars, and with that money they can 
build a road from Antioch to Fresno. 
I don’t say that is all it will cost to 
construct such a line, bat with that 
amount 
in 
hand 
they 
will 
find 
no trouble in 
obtaining 
sufficient 
amount 
elsewhere. 
It practically assures the building 
of the line. The line will cost alto- 
;ether about $840,000. There is hard­ 
y any doubt that in less than a year 
rails will be laid from Antioch to 
Fresno. South of Fresno the pro- 
ress will be rapid until the Tejon 
ass has been reached. There the 
company will have uphill work in 
more senses than one. By that time, 
however, it may secure expected aid 
from the \ T. & S. F., and the line 
will then be pushed through to the 
Mojave and Santa Fe.”

CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION. 


Sporting Items and Doings—The 
Ithaca Giant Wius—South­ 
western Floods.

M arietta, Ohio, April 7.—The City 
hall was too small to accommodate 
tho throng that g ithered this beauti­ 
ful morning to celebrate tho one hun­ 
dredth anniversary of the landing of 
General Rufus Putnam and his 
band from the Mayflower. 
Tho first 
formal |>art of the programme 
to-day was the address of welcome by 
Governor Foraker, who alluded warm­ 
ly to the memories they were celebrat­ 
ing, particularly the effective and 
good works of Mannaseh Cutler and 
his associates and co-laborers in de­ 
manding and securing, as a condition 
precedent to their occupation of this 
soil of the great northwestern territory, 
its first organic law, that immortal 
instrument the ordinance of 1789, 
and the generous, lil>eral and patriotic 
action of Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Georgia and Delaware in 
voting, as they did by their represent­ 
atives in the old Continental Congress 
that slavery although a domestic in­ 
stitution w.tli them should not be al­ 
lowed to put its accursed blight on 
this fair heritage. Senator Geo. F. 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, was then in­ 
troduced and delivered the oration of 
the day. 
After the oration of Senator Hoar 
was delivered ex-President Hayes 
was called out and made a brief ad­ 
dress, spirited and eloquent.

KE-OlEECr EXAMINATION. 
The defense here rested for the time 
being, and re-direct examination was 
resumed. The witness said : After she 
denied knowing anything ab ju t the 
affair at our first interview, I called 
Mr. Brady in and he took a scrap­ 
book as i directed him and wrote 
down her statoment. 
She said she 
came from within six miles of Peoria, 
III., where her fattier lived on a farm, 
lie gave her sister and her each $200 
to come out here.

Harlan 
soon after coming here, and she and 
her sister had some work done by 
him. After the work was done the 
Doctor said he would like to corn* to 
see her at her room and she allowed 
him to call She received other callers 
besides at 514. 
She said she never 
was in Lob Angeles before.

rode to W liittior with him , tli n to 
Compton, where they got 
out at

It was night when they 
arrived and he escort d her home 
She said she saw him the evening of 
this occurrence. 
He asked if her sis­ 
ter was going out to the theater, and 
he left before her sister and her escort 
returned. 
She did not say anything 
about Mrs. Barbey to me at this time. 
Am uot positive whether I interro­ 
gated her about Mrs. Barbey. If she 
made any statements about M ra.jBar- 
bey. do not know whether they were 
made Monday forenoon or evening. 
Think this first conversation was on 
October 12th. 
Had conversations at 
subsequent times. The next was at 9 
or 10 o’clock that evening. 
I did not 
use any throats or menaces. 
No one 
else did to my knowledge. 
The con­ 
fession was made in my office. 
No 
one was prerent. I held out no hopes 
or promises whatever. 
Q —You did no say to her, she had 
beuer tell you you all or it would be 
the worse for her?

CROSS-EXAMINED. 
Mr. Stephens, of the defense, at 
this point again took the witness for 
cross-examination, and had him re­ 
count the story of the two interviews 
with H attie Woolsteen on October 
12th. 
It was endeavored to make the 
witness confess that he had Miss 
Woolsteen brought by force for the 
purpose of compelling her to make a 
confession.

simply-told Officer Brady to go again 
to 514 Fort street aud t 11 Flattie I de­ 
sired to see her again 
All 1 remera 
ber is that I told him to bring her 
down. 
Did not tell him to bring her 
by force if necessary. 
Don’t know 
where or in what condition lie found 
her. It was not my orders to bring 
her down regar»i less of how she was 
dressed. 
I did give orders to Officer 
Fitch to bring down Miss Minnie, 
and that both girls should be brougnt 
down, and their trunks and things in 
tLeir room also. 
Q.—You understood it to be your 
duty to send to the room of two 
young ladies, arrest them, rifle their 
room, and bring them both together 
whether the articles found iq their 
room to the police station, without 
warrant or search warrant. 
A. Yes, under* the circumstances. 
H attie was brought down by Mr. 
Brady under that order. 
H er trunks 
and Miss Minnie came afterward. 
Don’t know whether the trunks or 
Miunie came first. 
I did not see the 
trunks whon they came. Do 
not 
know what disposition was made of 
the trunks. Did not have the trunks 
examined before I had a conversation 
with Hattie. 
I did not kuow of auv

There was a common board partition 
between that room and mine, and a 
floss door.

My object in tolling it to her was to 
get a confession.

About forty representative 
citizens Were present, and the warmth 
and enthusiasm of the occasion fully 
dem or.strated to the gentlemen in 
whoer. honor the reception was held 
th at 'th e people of Los Angelos dnly 
appreciated the elForts which located 
the great annual gathering of the 
Stdto Democracy in this city. 
Mine host, \V. W. Stevenson, of 
the popular Oxford H otel, had spared 
no 
pains 
to 
set 
a 
table 
Which 
would 
do 
honoT to 
the 
occasion, and he did this all as 
■h contribution to the cause. 
An 
orchestra, composed of members of 
the Seventh Regiment band and other 
musicians, discoursed sweet music 
during the evouing. 
Shortly after 5> o’clock the-gentle 
m en surrounded the festal Board, and 
Major \V. R. Burke, acting as chief of 
ceremonies, 
announced in a short 
speech the object of the occasion, 
w hich was, as before stated , for the 
purpose of expressing to Mr. Lacey 
and Cuptain Bnrrelt the appreciation 
and gratefulness of the citizens of this

receives. 
The Farm ers’ and Mer­ 
chants’ Bank of this city has $200,000 
more deposited in its vaults than the 
California State Bank, the leading 
banking institution of the metrooolis. 
Senator Del Valle was asked to re­ 
spond to the toast. 
“ The Native 
Sons of the Golden W est.” 
He stat­ 
ed that the Democratic party was not 
an old chestnut, but the subject of the 
toast assigned him had become to 
him an old chestnut, from the fact 
th at on every occasion when speeches 
were wont to be made, he was called 
upon to speak on the “ Sons of the 
Golden W est.”

The ladies of the Flower Festival 
and O rphans’ Home Societies held a 
meeting at the W om an’s Home, Wed. 
nesday afternoon, to further complete 
arrangements for the Flower Festival 
which is to open Tuesday, April 17th, 
and remain in progress until Saturday 
night, April 28th. About fifty earnest 
lady workers were present, and tbe 
meeting was called to order by the 
President, Mrs. R. M. W idney, at 2 
o’clock. 
After stating the object of the m eet­ 
ing, Mrs. Widney said that she con­ 
sidered toe prospects for a successful 
festival much blighter than they had 
been for any of the three previous an­ 
nual occurrences of this kind. Last, 
year, notwithstanding the fact that 
the small*pox scare was all over town 
and there was a general impression 
that the festival was being held too 
early in the season for the flowers, 
$7500 was netted, and she felt confi­ 
dent th at with everything in their fa­ 
vor this year, the proceeds would not 
fall short of $10,000; in fact, she ex­ 
pected them to exceed rather than 
fall below that am ount. 
In regard to 
the disposition of the proceeds of the 
festival, Mrs W idney explained, dur­ 
ing the progress of 
the meeting, 
that it was proposed to apply the 
greater part of the net profits to 
tbe Orphan’s Home fund. 
Last year 
the entire income of tbe festival was 
expended on the W om an’s Homes 
Some indebtedness still rem ained on 
this institution and after this was 
cancelled, all the rem aining proceeds 
wonld be devoted to th e Orphan’s 
Home, and this meant th e bulk of the 
receipts from the festival. 
The im­ 
pression had gone abroad that the 
Orphan’s Home would receive the sole 
benefit from the festival, but she 
would prefer to have tbe public un­ 
derstand from tbe start that such is 
not the case. 
She hoped, however, 
there would be a very large balance 
for the O rphan's Home institution. 
The two societies, the Flower Festival 
and Orphan’s Home, had united in 
the holding of this festival and there 
was a tacit understanding between 
t hem that I he indebtedness on the 
Woman’s Home should first be can­ 
celled. and after th a t all the rest 
should be applied on the Orphan’s 
Home. 
The business of the m eeting includ­ 
ed the adoption of a schedule of rates 
and other arrangem ents. The price 
of a single admission was fixed at 25 
cents; seas m tickets, good for fifteen 
adm issionsr$1.50. 
These tickets will 
be on sale at the Pavilion box office, 
only on Monday and Tuesday, April 
16 and 17. 
All workers who purchase 
season tickets will be giren a badge 
to be worn during the two weeks of 
the 
festival. 
No 
com plim entary 
tickets will be issued exeept to tbe 
press. 
Quite a little discusaiou oc urred on 
the adoption of a badge. 
The ques­ 
tion was as to w hether there should 
be two sets, the one labled, “ Flower 
Mission,” 
the 
other 
“ O rphans’ 
Home,” or w hether it should be a 
union badge, labeled “ Flower Mis­ 
sion and O rphans’ H om e.” 
The 
union badge was finally adopted with­ 
out a dissenting vote. 
It was decided that this year, as 
last, no soliciting of any kind would 
be allowed a t th e festival. 
Persons 
who attended were to be left free to 
purchase w hat they pleased, and no 
man, woman or child would be per­ 
mitted to make persuasal solicitations 
for the purchase of flowers, edibles or 
wares of any description. 
The so­ 
ciety attributes much of its former 
success to this rule. 
An endeavor 
will be made to relieve attendants of 
em barrassm ents of every nature and 
make a visit to the festival as pleas­ 
ant as possible. 
The prices of re­ 
freshments were fixed as follows: 
Icecream and cake, 25 cents; soda, 
lemonade and milk shake, 10 cents 
each. The dining room will be in 
eharge of Mrs. G W. Blaisdell, and 
arrangem ents for fe. ding 500 people 
per diem will be made. 
At the cloak 
and parcel room 10 cents will be 
charged each person making deposits. 
The 
num ber 
of 
articles 
depos­ 
ited is not 
limited, 
but 
indul­ 
gence 
is 
asked 
in 
this 
re­ 
spect. The price of registering will 
be five cents per nam e and twenty- 
five cents for the privilege of heading 
a new page. 
The city has been di­ 
vided into twenty districts, for each 
of which a lady is appointed to collect 
donatious of flowors. This is very 
hard and disagreeable work, and it is 
difficult to find ladies w ith the nerve 
to undertake it. 
Takers have, how 
ever, been secured for eighteen ' f the 
twenty districts, and Mrs. Widney 
expects in a few days to have the list 
completed. Blanks have been printed 
to aid the ladies who have charge of 
these departm ents.' 
The 
outside 
towns that have thus far signified 
their intention of participating in the 
festival are Long Beach, Alhambra, 
Anaheim, Santa Monica, San Fer­ 
nando and. Tacoma j all of which will 
will contest for ongioal designs and 
beat kept booths. 
M r. Lyon, the 
florist. Mrs. Chaffee and Miss Mc­ 
Clure, of this city, will contest for 
original designs. 
There will be a greater amount and 
variety of attractive costumes and 
fancy dressing this year than ever 
before. 
The floral display prom­ 
ises 
to 
exceed 
all 
former 
efforts and the profusion and gcorge- 
ousness of the display will overwhelm 
with wonder and adm iration the per­ 
sons who have never before attended 
a flower carnival. 
All persons who 
have cypress or fan or straight palms, 
for the use of the society, will please 
notify M rs. Widney, at 310 South 
Olive street, or at the proper time 
send them to the Pavilion where they 
will be gratefully received. Active 
work at the Pavilion will commence 
next Wednesday 
morning.

An “Air Line” to be Bnilt 
to Santa Monica. 


THE NEW ROAD TO HUENRHE. 


Trouble 
About 
the Sale of the 


Garvanzo Motor Line— De­ 


pot Gossip. 


The fact that an “ Air-line Railroad” 
between this city and Santa Monica 
via The Palm s will be built, has been 
for some time past a m atter of much 
interest, and tbe H e r a l d is now able 
to give the exact rooto that will be 
followed. 
Stalling at a point in the 
western line of Los Angeles City and 
Ninth street, the line will ran south 
along the boundry of Ballerino tract 
to Eleventh stree t; thence west along

Fourth street, thence along Fourth 
street to Front street, and along Front 
street to the intersection of Oceau 
avenue. 
Here connection would be 
uiadc with Vawter’s horse-car line, 
which has a franchise for steam , and 
the cars could therefore run to a 
central point in front of the Hotel 
Arcadia 
A meeting of the promoters of the 
road was held yesterday afternoon in 
this city, for tho purpose of organizing 
and drawing up the incorporation pa­ 
pers, hut 
adjournm ent was taken 
without action until Monday. 
With 
the exception of one or two points all 
of the right-of-way has been secured, 
and the 
project 
will be pushed 
through a t once. The ears will be 
propelled by motor power, and will 
leave each end every two hours at 
least. Tho organizers in this city are 
Messrs. E . Germain, H . L. Nash, F. 
M. Keacli and A. J. Haley. 


TH E GARVANZO ROAD. 


I t !■ t o b e C o n t i n u e d t o P a n a - 
d e u a - A L a w s u i t P r o b a b l e . 
The transfer of the Garvanzo motor 
road by Mr. Ralph Rodgers to Los 
Angeles speculators has already been 
noted, but it is not generally known 
that a grievance has arisen over tbe 
affair. Mr. Rodgers entered into con­ 
tracts to convey the line to H . T. Mc- 
Crabbe & Co. of this city, but on plac­ 
ing their deed on record they found 
that a prior claim had been entered to 
Cole <fe W ashburn. As, however, they 
hold indisputable evidence of their 
rights to the property, the m atter is 
certain to F>e decided very shortly. 
The new owners of the property have 
decided lo enhance its value by con­ 
tinuing it to its original objectivo 
point at the Raymond Hotel. 
It will 
be remembered that the line at pres­ 
ent, a1 ter leaving Garvanzo branches 
out into the Eagle Rock valley for a 
distance of four or five miles. This 
section of the road will be maintained 
under the new regime, and the two 
and a quarter fraction miles separating 
Garvanzo from Paeadena will be built 
over, and the through line operated 
between the Raymond and this city. 
As this will be by far the shortest line 
between those two points, it will iifford 
a means of rapid transit of incalcul­ 
able value. 


Doming to Beneon. The Mineral Belt 
road will have i ts Southern terminal 
within a few miles of Benson, and as 
its northern term inal is at Flagstaff 
on the Atlantic and Pacific, which is 
the .Santa F e’s main line,* it will be 
seen that by purchasing the Mineral 
Belt road and extending it to Benson 
the Santa Fe will be independent of 
the Southern Pacific. As the Sonora 
Railway promises in the future to b e 
u great commercial feeder the import- 
unco of this project can be realized- 


A L i n e t o l l u r n r i u e . 
There are prospects that those in­ 
terested in th e proposed line between 
Hueneme to this city will shortly 
C3mer.ce operations tending to its 
formation. 
The proposed route will 
pass through the moBt attractive and 
extensive 
agricultural 
regions of 
Southern California. 
Leaving Los 
Angeles the track w ill croes the San 
Fernando valley, thence via the Santa 
Susauna pass through the va leys of 
Sirni and Las Posas and the principal 
portion of the valley of the Santa 
Clara river in Ventura County. The 
Simi ranch oilers to subsidize the 
lino with $100,000, and the other dis­ 
tricts mentioned also give very tem pt­ 
ing offers to the enterprise. 
H uen­ 
eme, the western term inus, is a port 
of delivery established by Act of Con­ 
gress and its roadbed is lighted by 
Point 
Huenem e 
Lighthouse. The 
road can, it is sai , be built very 
cheaply as the maximum grade is 
ubout 65 feet to the mile, and no tu n ­ 
nels will be necessary. 


T h e F a i r v i e w B r a n c h . 
Those interested in the Santa Ana 
and Fairview road are pushing its 
construction with all th e speed possi­ 
ble. The grading is done four miles 
out from Santa Ana and two miles 
from Fairview, leaving only a gap of 
two miles and the bridging to be vet 
attended to. The ties are being dis­ 
tributed, and the rails are expected in 
a few days. I t is anticipated that the 
road will be in running order in thirty 
days from date. 


W i l l C o m e to t h is City* 
The San Bernardino Index says 
that a narrow gauge road from that 
city to Bear Valley has been decided 
on. Its preeent term inal point will 
be San Bernardino, '.hough it will 
probably be pushed on to Ix>s Ange­ 
les. 
The road as at present mapped 
out will be about forty miles in length, 
anil w ill run through a richly timbered 
district, thus being of great benefit to 
the lum ber trade. 


T h e Elsftuure ¡Road. 
It is expected th at the grading be­ 
tween South Riverside and Elsinore 
will be finished in about three weeks 
and the laborers will then be trans­ 
ferred to the division between Sun 
Diego: and Elsinore. 
The route by 
which this road will connect with the 
.Southern Pacific at Pomona is not yet 
decided and ejaculation is rife as to 
its probable course.

The Long Beach and San Pedro 
Railway Company filed articles of in­ 
c rporation yesterday for the purpose 
of building a railway from Long Beach 
to San Pedro H arbor, a distance of 
five miles.

It it to be hoped that the mass 
meeting to be held at the First Pres 
byterian Church, on Tuesday evening 
next, will enlighten the people of Los 
Angeles on the subject of the aaeoci 
ted chanties; for hitherto its work, 
object and development have been as 
unintelligible to the majority of the 
community as Chinese characters. Of 
the extent of the organization in the 
west 1 am not informed, but 1 know 
that in New York, Boston and Phila­ 
delphia, it is regarded as almost 
as important as the Mayor, the 
sheriff, or the i»olice. 
In those 
cities the Associated Charities have 
extensive headquarters and paid su­ 
perintendents, while the work is clas­ 
sified with the wards and is subse­ 
quently placed in the bands of volun­ 
teer laborers. In sections where the 
field is ripe and the gleaners are 
many, the number of families con­ 
signed to one person is limited, which 
greatly facilitates the work. A com­ 
petent visitor is thus enabled not only 
to understand but to meet the de­ 
mands of each particular case; 
whereas, when he or she is over­ 
whelmed with the care of multitudi­ 
nous applicants for bounty, the 
way in 
which tlieir wants are 
met must of necessity be general. 
In larg. and settled communities 
it is comparatively easy to deal with 
every phase of poverty and humanity : 
but in Los Angeles, of all places in the 
world, the question of giving and help­ 
ing is a serious problem. To begin 
with, Los Angeles is essentially cos­ 
mopolitan, in consequence of which 
the burdens of many are cast upon a 
few. It is also the promised land to 
which the sick ana iufirm, the indi­ 
gent and the incompetent of all 
creeds, ages and nations turn their 
wistful eyes, but which, when pressed 
beyond the limit of its capacities, can* 
not pour out to all its reputed 
wealth of “corn and wine.” It is 
universally believed that California is 
ordiuately aggrandized, bv the tour­ 
ists and the strangers who seek its 
sunny skies; and in many instances 
the supposition is correct. Yet there 
is no aoubt but that the poor take 
quite as much as the rich from afar 
leave. Men who are too frail to work, 
women who do not know how to work, 
but who have a rose-colored fancy that 
they will be gladly received as com­ 
panions or governesses; superannu­ 
ated professionals, would-be mechan­ 
ics, and lame, halt and blind, con­ 
sumptive and rheumatic patients, 
who are no more able to take care of 
themselves than a baby in long- 
clohes is to deliver a Latin 
oration, 
daily pour 
into 
the 
City of the Angels. 
The climate 
will not feed them ; indeed, circum­ 
stanced as they are, it will not even 
physically improve them, and the 
Government has no notion of estab­ 
lishing a free colony. What, then, is 
to be done to keep them from perish­ 
ing in the midst ol the warmth, the 
beauty and the abundance of South­ 
ern California ? It is to answer this 
question that the different benevolent 
societies of this city have incorporated 
themselves in an organization called 
the Associated Charities. At the 
present time there are in active 
operation in Los Angeles the 
Lidies’ Benevolent Society,the British 
and German benevolent societies, the 
Hebrew Benevolent Society and a 
number of small and more or less 
private enterprises. It is supposed to 
be the work of each one of these or­ 
ders to look after and provide for its 
own poor and sick, but it has so often 
uappened that an individual has been 
aided by two or three and sometimes 
all of the societies; that to avoid im ­ 
position and exterminate all kinds 
of pauperism it has been found neces­ 
sary to effect some arrangement by 
which a fair and systematic plan 
of distribution could be carried out. 
If a German appeals to the Ladies’ 
_ Benevolent Society, he is immediately 
referred to the President of the Ger­ 
man society, who investigates his 
claim and does whatever seems to be 
wise and necessary to relieve him. If 
an Englishman goes to the German 
society for help, he is sent to the 
British society ; but if any caBe proves 
too troublesome for any one of the 
societies to carry alone, then an appli­ 
cation is made by the same, to the 
sister organizations, which readily 
extend 
a 
helping 
hand. 
To 
• give individual aims, under any cir­ 
cumstances,is to go in direct opposition 
to the plans of the association, who, 
to benefit the public as well as the 
needy, are anxious to have all cases 
of want and helple.-sness placed in 
their hands. Such a system of relief 
is of the greatest advantage to the re­ 
ligious a? well as the business portion 
ut the community, as it saves the 
churcbos from the embarrassing ne­ 
cessity of refusing or giving to" un­ 
worthy objects. The distribution of 
alms is the most delicate and unsatis­ 
factory part of the work of a church 
with anything of a missionary charac­ 
ter. It creates jealousy and anger and 
destroys the effect of the utmost 
spirituality. So that the minister or 
the layman who can say with a look 
of sympathy to whomsoever seeks 
his aid, “I belong to a society that 
will not permit me personally to do 
anything for you, but I will send you 
to Mm. • 
, who will help you with 
out delay.” can regard himself as ex­ 
tremely fortunate. If the applicant 
is what he or she purports to be, Mrs. 
— will be sought as directed; but 
If, on the other hand, he or she is an 
impoatar, it is very likely that no 
more will be heard of the case, 
for professional beggars are as 
much in awe of societies as they 
are afraid of hospitals 
An old 
negreas, who had txhauBted the ben­ 
evolence of all the societies to whom 
she bad had access, and who at last 
tinblushinglv cast herself into the 
arms of a Tittle mission w.th which I 
was associated, said, when I suggest­ 
ed that she should go to the hospital, 
'Hokes alive, no honey, I’d rather 
stay right yar an die Mn dig chair. 
Why don’t you know they put you on 
the dissectin’ table and cut you up 
alive, in dem places. I once was ac­ 
quainted with an ole gentleman who 
had to give his nurse ñre matches 
before he’d agree to keep the doc­ 
tor's 
away 
from 
him. 
Lord, 
chile, you can’t tell me nuffin’ about 
hospitals.” So it is with societies 
in which hearts and heads play equal 
parts. They are good for the commu­ 
nity, but they are bad for the veteran, 
who knows the kind of scales they 
use, and who. in cbnseqaence, would 
rather have nis woes weighed by in­ 
dividuals upon whom it is easy to im- 


Hec face and manner are an index 
to her character. God and herself 
alone know what part aha played in 
the Harina tragedy.

court*room Uttering to the horrible 
detalla of the caseTshe does not look 
like a girl who, except in moments of 
frenzy, would be confidential abour 
such an affair. She is not so pitvful 
as most feminine culprits of refine­ 
ment are. She is strong and self-sup­ 
pressed; indeed, there is that about 
her which vividly recalls the hard 
despair of Hetty, tne child-murderess 
in Adam Bede. In that instance, ficti­ 
tious though it was, the novelist led the 
reuder step by s*ep along the unfor 
tanates downward way. It is im­ 
possible, in fact, for any one to read 
the story and not to understand the 
vanity, ihe weakness, and the subse­ 
quent madness which drove the 
wretthed creature to kill the hapless 
babe, which she believed was the 
only evidence of her guilt. But there 
is no such faithful historian to stand 
by Hattie Woolsteen, and with the 
touch of an immortal genius to dissect 
her character and motives, and to 
point out the temptations by which 
she was beset. There is a hideous­ 
ness, too, about the crime of which 
she is accused which awakens 
repulsion and congeals sympathy. If 
she had in the heat of passion 
killed the man, as it is believed, and 
had not sought to hide the deed by 
the burning of the body in the barn, 
the public would not gaze upon her 
as coldly as it does; for although 
nothing can ever wash from a 
woman’s hands the traces of human 
blood, yet thero are circumstances 
which can palliate her offenses. It is 
difficult, too, for any one to associate 
women and cruelty that is perpe­ 
trated cruelly together; for in their 
original conditions the antipodes are 
not farther apait. But for a wife 
or a maiden who has always 
lived peacefully under the shad­ 
ow • f homo and conventionality 
it is well nigh impossible to realize 
the black side of which femininity is 
capable. Yet in every condition of 
life, the world is against a woman; 
while underlying the inherent purity 
and delicacy and lovliness of her na­ 
ture, there Í3 of times unsuspected 
dynamitejentailed upon her pur cha nee 
in a direct or an indirect line, from 
some dissipated or reckless ancestor. 
Moreover, love, which is but the frac­ 
tional part of a man’s world, is the 
sum total of a woman's world; unless 
like him, she has been endowed with 
an absorbing vocation, and then she 
too looks at Capid out of the corners of 
her eyes. But when there is one woman 
who is sentimental in part there are 
millions of women who are sentiment­ 
al in every fibre of their beiugs. Sub­ 
mission and humility are usually the 
prevailing traits of their devotion, but 
there are occasional women whose 
pride overbalances their affection and 
whom when they are wronged and 
neglected are stung into resentment. 
It seems that Hattie Woolsteen was 
one of the few in whom pride was 
stronger than devotion. 
That she 
loved Dr. Harlan there is no more 
doubt than that to him she was mere­ 
ly a pastime; while it is equally 
certain 
that 
while 
he 
was 
enjoying 
himself at the Bruns­ 
wick billiard saloon, she was thinking 
of him, as alone and forgotten she 
traversed the quiet roads at Compton. 
Under the most favorable circum­ 
stances, Dr. Harlan was a dangerous 
companion for any girl; but in a 
strange place and without the slight­ 
est restraint upon her actions, it is 
little wonder that his influence devel­ 
oped all that was base in Hattie’s na­ 
ture. The strongest, the wisest and 
the best women are unconsciously 
swayed for good or evil by the men 
with whom they are associated, and 
A9 it would appear that Miss Wool­ 
steen was neither particularly strong, 
wise nor angelic, it was a matter 
of coarse, that she should become 
domoralized by such an intimacy. If 
Dr. Harlan was not killed he deset ved 
to be; but, in order to gratify the 
popular taste for such real-1 ifo dramqs, 
lier father should have called him to 
an account, and afterwards should 
have strode into police headquarters, 
flung down his weapons, aud given 
himself up. 
In that case Hattie 
would have received the copious sym­ 
pathy the public is so ready to extend 
to victims; yet, under the existing 
circumstances, she is infinitely more 
to be pitied than she oilier w ise would 
have been, and, guilty or not gnilty, 
she should receive from every woman 
the most tender compassion.

Although the newpapers have said 
so much about her within the past 
week, and although their really seems 
to be nothing left for me to say; I feel 
as though I conld not permit her to 
leave Los Angeles without letting 
everybody know how charming I 
think she is.

At its close she asked me to repeat 
the Btory and to point out the moral 
to an Irish setter to whom I am de­ 
voted, and who,although he was born 
in the Quaker City, is plunging head­ 
long into the vortex of dissipation. 
Bnt what entertained me most was 
her laughable description of inter­ 
views with some of the feminine crus­ 
aders of the Pacific Slope.

FROM AZTEC LAND. 
A 1.e tte r o n th e F lo r a a n d F a u n a 
o f X a la p a —N o J a l a p T h e re . 
I was very much pleased with 
Xalapa when I visited the place last 
year, though my stay was a short 
one. Yet it was not with alacrity 
that I came back this time, for the 
trip was an inconvenience, and in 
terfered with other matters of impor­ 
tance. But the American physician 
in Mexico said, with some degree of 
impatience: “ Very 
well; remain 
in Mexico by all means—engage 
roar space in the Campo Santo, for 
in twef months more here you will go 
there via. the route of quick consump­ 
tion. Your only hope is the hot, low 
country.” So I came to Xalapa. It 
it is not so very low either; 4835 feet, 
I believe, is the accurate figure; bnt 
the vegetation may fairly be called 
tropical. Coffee plantations abound 
here, and produce richly; my hostess 
has some plants iu her garden from 
which she gathers about 5 arrobas, or 
125 pounds 
annually. 
Bananas 
pineapples, magnolias, liquid-amber- 
trees and the like flourish, and the 
tree-fern grows by hundreds. Tiie 
whole region is a fern-bank; from 
every hedge-wall — for the fences 
there are of stones—on the tile roofs, 
down the sides of the wells even, 
grow exquisite ferns, and lycopodium 
nidiformit form literally a carpet ’ 
Wild strawberries cover such spots as 
are not overrun by the other 
plants aforenamed; but the ber­ 
ries 
are 
positively 
tasteless, 
though very beautiful, of an intense 
scarlet, an exact copy of the toy ber­ 
ries sometimes seen in Swiss wood­ 
work. Their blossoms are not white, 
but yellow. The flora is very rich 
here. Calladium is a weed in the 
ditches. There is an exquisite wild 
flower, called by the natives pink 
jasmine, which grows on a shrub at 
the waterside and fills the air with 
fragrance; and asclepius, and cole- 
mina, and a score of other plants which 
we carefully nurse in the gardens in 
California. Orchids almost too abund­ 
ant ; many of the trees are killed, chok­ 
ed out bv them. They bear spikes or ra­ 
cemes of fiowora, scarlet ,yellow,purple; 
or perhaps great bunches of blossoms 
in hue and shape strongly resembling 
a bull’s head ; or great waxen droop­ 
ing blooms ilike pendant lillies; in 
short, all the world knows bow varied 
and fantastic are the forms of orchids. 
There is another flower, a trailer, in­ 
describably beautiful, which bears 
bunches or sprays a yard long of 
blossoms in form and color almost 
the connterpart of purple hyacinths. 
There are many valuable medicinal 


near here where it is raised, and that 
is a ranch some eight leagues distan1 
which I have been unable to reach as 
yet. 
The quina, the ZantKolyrxon 
Clava Herculi»,whose bark is a power 
ful tonic; Hura Crepitant,whose seed 
is a strong purgative ; carnabis indica 
or Indian liemp, from which is pre­ 
pared the hasheesh. Euphoibia 
pulcherrmia,Hoitzia coccínea,the tonic 
(Jnaphalium canearen»,and many other 
plants of valaable pharmaceutical 
properties are found here. 
As 
for butterflies! 
1 never 
saw elsewhere such beauties. They 
shine and 
gleam 
like jewels' 
There, is one variety whose wings, 
having a rim at their circumference, 
is perfectly transparent; and another, 
called the "figure 8” from two large 
characters like that numeral, outlined 
in black and white beneath the wings, 
touched up with scarlet, while the up­ 
per side is a brilliant peacock blue. 
Laud shells too are aboundant; my 
hostess has collected hereabouts over a 
hundred varieties, from those almost 
microscopic to the giant Glandina?, 
whose 
shells 
are larger than 
a hen’s egg. 
There are enough 
varieties of the feathered tribes, 
too, to gladden the heart of any collec­ 
tor. Here as elsewhere, the songsters 
are not remarkable for brilliance of 
color. The clarín, the gilguero and 
the primavera, all fine singeia, are 
garbed in Quaker-like drab or brown, 
like the mocking bird, which also is 
common. All these birds are, how­ 
ever, expensive, if one select good 
specimens. Wild animals are not 
abundant in the immediate vicinity 
of Xalapa; lower down, nearer the 
coast, fine pelts may be obtained 
of 
“ tigers,” 
that 
is 
to 
sav 
ocelots, 
and _ of 
a 
number 
of animals whose names I do not 
know in English, not being well up 
in zoology, outside the genu» homo. 
My old friend the opossum lives in 
the neighborhood, and does athriving 
business, to judge from the complaints 
I hear of his raids on the henroosts. 
But I cannot persuade my Mexican 
allies that his is a flesh fit for the 
stomachs of Chrisliaus, although 
they will swallow his tail—dried and 
pulverized, lie it understood, and 
mixed with sherry—as a specific for 
calenturas chills and fever. On the 
other hand, they regard as a delicacy 
the armadillo, which I have been 
used to regard as a little indiscrimi- 
nateJn his diet. 1 mean to sample 
theuainty myself, however for we 
have commissioned Tio [uncle] Chepe 
to bring some up from El Ranchito, 
where they are commoner, and there­ 
fore cheaper, a large fellow selling 
for 25c. The }>eouH use armadillo 
shells for 
holding 
corn 
and 
other grain seed, and I have 
seen some handsome workboxes and 
handbags fashioned from this ma­ 
terial. I am the proud possessor of a 
mandolin, whcsa body is of the samo 
sub-nance. Out in the corridor, iu 
view from where I am writing, there 
stands on a bracket an animal 
whose first cous n 1 mean to annex at 
(ho first opportunity—an ant-eater, 
whose lengtii of slender tongue meas­ 
ures some eighteen inches. 
Apropos of this corridor, it is, 1 
think, worth describing. It is in the 
rear of the main rooms of the house, 
aud three great arches look down on 
the court and garden, overflowing 
with flowers, banana trees and coffee 
plants, to whi.-h we descend by a 
flight of stone stairs, easy of pitch 
and shallow, closed to the horse, who 
“dess loves to climb stairs,” by a 
stone-weigh ted gate, which the two 
spotted Danish dogs,Sultana and Apol­ 
lo, are forever dodging, as they open 
it with their noses. The corridor is 
thirteen paces long, and half as many 
wide; it is floored with square red brick- 
tilee, scrubbed so clean that “you 
could eat off them,” and the rafters 
overhead project and form wide eaves, 
which protect us from inroads by the 
furious rainstorms that prevail here. 
There is a great settee, full of cush­ 
ions, and a whole family of easy 
chairs, big and little; the great paint­ 
ed gourd, which holds the cigarettes 
and tobacco; a sewing machine, and 
a writing-desk; for this is the favorite 
lounging place of the family, and 
of visitors. We all live here, except 
when a bad cold spell drives us in­ 
doors, growling. Then there are three 
great cases, full of all sorts of curosi- 
ties, from humming birds to ancient 
Aztec idols, and on the walls beside 
about “fortv-’leven” cages full of cana 
riesand other warblers, hang a number 
of deep glazed frames, contain­ 
ing some of the spoils of my 
hostess, in the way of beetles, but­ 
terflies and land shells, for this 
old Indian lady is a naturalist 
of the first water, and one day when 
my lungs do not ache and my hands 
cramp from much writing, I mean to 
relate a bit of her biography for the 
entertainment of the readers of the 
H e r a l d . Thus and therefore, hasta 
entonces!

FISH COMMISSION.

sion, who make special studies of 
such matters, I have been unable

Ex-State Fish Commissioner T. J. 
Sherwood sends the following letter to 
The Breeder and Sportsman, showing 
how Governor Waterman in his bigot 
ed determination to oust all of the late 
Governor Bartlett’s appointees, has 
paralyzed the work of the Fish Com- 
ra iza ion: 
E ditor B r ee d er and S portsm an :— 
You will remember that when I last 
met you I was quite ill, and I will add 
that I have been confined to my room 
most of the time since. You will 
also remember that we had some con­ 
siderable conversation relative to tho 
Fish Commission muddle. As I am 
feeling somewhat better to-day 
I have concluded to write you 
some facts. You are aware that I 
have done much work in the past year, 
and accomplished considerable good 
to that interest, of course, having been 
backed by my colleagues, Routier and 
Harvey. Six good flmways have been 
built on the Tnickee river, at the sev­ 
eral dams, leaving that stream 
in snch condition that fish can 
now pass 
from Pyramid Lake 
in Nevada to Lake Tahoe, which has 
not been the case before in many 
yeare. Fishways have been built at 
dams of several other streams, five or 
six at least, and much good has tliu? 
been done in this direction. I bad 
made arrangements with the lumber­ 
men at Truckee by which they were 
to contribute lamoer for me to build a 
trout-hatcbery at Donner Lake, and 
I had secured the donation of land 
and water privilege in a very beauti­ 
ful location, with plenty of spring 
water to run a hatchery and nurser­ 
ies. I had the plan all done and esti­ 
mates of lumber ready for a building 
20x40 feet and which would turn out 
a million yoang fry each season: aud 
being bandy to 
Tahoe, Inde­ 
pendence, Webber and Donner Lakes 
conld furnish a fine variety of fish. 
1 bad intended to set men at work 
April 1st at this, having got the sup­ 
port of both Mr. Koutier and Harvey 
in the matter. You are aware that I 
had many other matters arranged 
with system, that if carried out much 


work would have been occomplisbel 
this season, including .100,000 eytd 
spawn 
of 
the 
Rainbow 
trout 
„Henry Woodson, of Fort 
Bid well, and 200,000 eyed spawn 
of river trout from Stevens A 
McKenney, of Wadsworth, Nevada, 
all to be hatched at the Bhebley 
hatchery in Nevada County, and dis­ 
tributed early in the season. You are 
aware that we hatched and distributed 
about 200,000 young fry of Tahoe trout 
last year, aud sent some below Colton 
into the San Bernardino Mountains, 
some to the 8an Gabriel River in 
Ixjs Angeles County, some to Ven­ 
tura County, some to Santa Cruz, 
and to 
various 
other 
places, 
giving them general distribution. You 
are also aware that we sent black bass 
into Yolo county and at three or four 
places in Placer county. We also had 
a larae number of small fry put into 
the streams tributary to Lake Tahoe. 
Besides this, the work of breaking up 
illegal fishing had advanced consider­ 
ably, and wo wero iu r fair way to 
have accomplished much more good 
this season, as we had just leaned 
from experience what was necessary 
to accomplish more woik. But under 
the direction oí some designing per­ 
son, or throngh ignorance of what 
was being done and what wa3 re­ 
quired to succeed, the Governor lias 
brought atl to a stanc.-siill, and now 
little can he accompli-bed this season, 
if anything. 
When tho Governor 
made an order removing Com­ 
missioner Routier, and issued his 
commission to J. D. Redding, I sup­ 
posed that would bo tho extent of tho 
damage, an i that on this cvbo they 
would go to the Courts aud deter­ 
mine tho extent of the Governor's 
power to remove, and at that time it 
was so understood, and with such 
understanding and agreement by Mr. 
Redding, I voted to accept his creden­ 
tials, or authority, as a member, 
Thus two members, Harvey and my­ 
self, were not in dispute, and could 
conduct the business without much 
inconvenience, until the Courts would 
decide the matter. But later it was 
feared by Mr. Redding that the case 
was against him, and another move 
was resolved on. This included the 
removal of Commissioner Harvey and 
the appointment of .1. K Orr, and 
thus compel me to join them aud 
make what they claimed was a legal 
Board, and compel Routier and Har­ 
vey to bring un action to restrain 
them, changing the law tactics, and 
then Ridding withdrew his suit 
against Routier. 
Again, through the said designing 
person or weakness of the Governor 
this little plot was carried out. Under 
strong pressure by the Governor and 
the parties in interest, and consider­ 
ing the former action in supporting 
Redding, I was induced to join the 
new Board, and we held a meeting 
and organized. At that time thp Gov­ 
ernor assured us that our bills would 
be allowed, and that he would see 
that money was furnished to carry on 
the work of the Commission. But 
time proved that the promise was an 
empty one, and when a month later 
nothing had been done towards carry­ 
ing out these promises, and I saw the 
work at a stand-still, and the tangle 
increasing, I told Orr and Redding 
that I would no longer bo a party to 
it. They at that time professed a 
feeling to the efiect that they did' not 
wish to do anything to injure the work 
of the Commission, yet were not like 
myself willing to act, then and there, 
even to tire extent of resigning, 
as I did do later on At the time Orr 
was appointed and Harvey removed, 
February 3d, I tendered to the Gov­ 
ernor my resignation as commission­ 
er, but he then positively refused to 
accept it (his letter I now have;) but 
later, when he (or the said desiguing 
man) found that I could no longer be 
used as a tool to further the scheme 
of forcing Redding on to the Commis­ 
sion, he, the said designing man, or 
the Governor, did accept my resigna­ 
tion, again offered. Of course 1 am 
glad to be out of the miserable muddle 
as things now stand, for it is plain 
that the usefulness of the Commis- 
s:on is destroyed for the present. Now 
I have in this given you all, or nearly 
all, the facts in the case, and 1 hope 
your journal, as the leading sporting 
paper, will call a halt, and talk plain­ 
ly to the said designing man or acting 
Governor. I am ready to prove the 
coirectuess of all my statements, as 
they are strictly true. L regret having 
taken any part in tho effort to disor­ 
ganize, and would not had 1 known 
the men better.

u however, it was formerly not 
to be thought of for a moment. Now, 
M h , til it changed. One utterly 
M b et first to appreciate the wonder­ 
ful transformation 
that has taken 
alees frtre during the last four or five 
years. The sky is no longer obscured 
by clouds of smoke and coal soot, and 
it is not now necessary to light the 
gtrsst lamps by 2 or 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. From the heights of Mt. 
Washington, on the western side of 
the Monongahela river, I was able to 
obtain an excellent bird’s-eye view of 
bath Pittsburg and Allegheny City 
end of the hills beyond. The atmoe 
■here was a* clear as that of New 
York, and the large buildings were as 
distinctly visible as those on the lower 
part of Manhattan island as seen from 
tbs Tribunt tower. A few years ago 
nothing would have been discernible 
bat a black and smoky cloud over- 
bangfng and folding in like a blanket 
the whole valley in which the business 
portion of the two cities is located. 
Ibis wonderful change is due wholly 
to the substitution of natural gas for 
the soft coal of this region, as a fuel, 
both for domestic and manufacturing 
purposes. 
Through the courtesy of 
Messrs. Jones & Laugh I in, the senior 
member of whose firm is chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, 
I hive W n able to make a very thor­ 
ough inspection of their system of 
natural gas in heatiug their 
lerge furnaces, boilers, and, in fact, 
everything else where lire is needed. 
The works are among the largest here. 
▲ single three-inch gas pipe, the valve 
of which was only about one-eighth 
open, supplied the gas for a large 
heating-furnace; in other words, only 
about one-eighth of the capacity of 
the pipe was required to furnish the 
nscssssry amount of heat. A per­ 
fectly steady temperature is main­ 
tained and, by proper care in regulat­ 
ing the amount of air admitted 
to the burning gas, very little heat 
es up the chimney. 
At the 
time it is possible to put in a 
heavier cha ge and bring it out in 
much less time than by the former 
method, the gain in the output of the 
furnace being estimated at not less 
than 15 per cent. 
At the puddling 
furpaces the feeding pipe is only two 
inches in diameter, and the valve 
controlling the flow oí gas was only 
one-sixteenth open. 
The large boil­ 
ers for producing steam used in run­ 
ning the machinery are forty-eight 
inches in diameter and thirty feet 
long with six ten-inch flues. A boiler 
of this kind is fed by a two-inch gas- 
pipe, the valve in which was only 
one-half inch open 
this morning. 
When the boilers become hot and the 
flow of gas has been adjusted, they 
require little further attention, the 
jma flow being steady and continuous. 
There is no opening nor shutting of 
doors, no blank spaces on the grate- 
bars for the entrance of cold air, no 
■hovelling of coal nor carting away of 
ashes, and, in fact, nothing for the 
attendant to do but to keep an eye on 
the steam-gauge 
and regulate the 
flow of gas as may be desired. 
In addition to the heating furnaces 
referred to and the Siemens heaters 
used in the manufacture of steel, these 
works have ninety paddling furnaces 
and seventy-two tráiler*. The employes 
number nearly 5000, and the produc 
tion of the works for a recent month, 
taken at random to indicate the out- 
K 
t, consisted of puddled iron, 6900 
la; iron heated in ordinary Siemens 
furnaces, 13.000 tons, and steel pro­ 
duction 7,300 tons. Of course all this 
metal was also reduced to bars, plates, 
ate., the steam to run the heavy 
machinery being produced in the 
boilers mentioned. Before the intro­ 
duction of gas the works consumed 
over 3 0 0,000 tons of coal yearly, the 
whole establishment is now fea by 
single gas pipe twenty inches in di­ 
ameter, the pressure in which is only 
about one pound to the square inch. 
The pressure in the pipes, waile sub­ 
ject to control varies somewhat at 
different times, but never, of late ex­ 
ceeds that mentioned, and the entire 
works have been run on a pressure of 
only three ounces to the Bquare inch. 
The 
wonderful 
heat-producing 
power of this gas is due chiefly to the 
fact that a very large percentage—in 
some cases nearly. 90 per cent—of its 
hydrogen, the greater calorific quali­ 
ties of which are well-known. 
A 
E 
ven weight in hydrogen will produce 
burning three times as mnch heat 
as the same weight of carbon. 
The 
value of gas in an establishment of 
this kind, as compared with coal, 
dependent in part, of course upon the 
conditions under which the two fuels 
can be obtained. It is estimated, 
however, that there is an average 
saving by the use of gas of 60 to 75 per 
cent, of which nearly one-half is rep­ 
resented by the cost* of the fuel and as 
much more tar the cost of labor and 
materials. 
There is no ashes to be 
carted away, no railroad sidings and 
trestles for moving coal 
cars, no 
■witching charges, no wear and tear 
of wagons, carts, etc., nor is there 
■mall army of employees to take 
charas of these adjuncts to thp burn­ 
ing of coal, while, at the same time, 
there is a very considerable increase 
in tiie product of the mills. 
Indeed, 
it is confidently asserted that the 
mills could not afford to use coal if it 
were delivered to them free of charge. 
The remarkable purity of the gas is 
another remarkable feature iu ite fa­ 
vor, and for this reason it is especial­ 
ly valuable in puddling furnaces, 
where the iron shows great readiness 
to mix with foreign substances con­ 
tained in the fuel. Wherever the gas 
is used an unusnally large quantity of 
air is required, as compared with 
manufactured gas, to insure perfect 
combustion, and there is no doubt but 
that great improvements in the con­ 
struction of furnaces and other heat­ 
ing apparatus will be made as the 
• for preserving the gas are in­ 
, ana the importance of not 
wasting it becomes more apparent.

lassmaking is said to be Pitts­ 
burg’s oldest industry, and the annual 
product of its glass factories is placed 
at$10,000,000 in valne.VThe natural gas 
Is paculiarly well adapted for this 
work» and the glass produced is su- 


ted at the bottom of the grate through 
an extension of the pipe which enters 
the bouse, and it distributes itself 
through the open stonework. The 
heat is intense. The convenience to 
house-keepers in starting and main­ 
taining fires must be apparent. 
- 
The population of Pittsburg, includ­ 
ing Allegheny City, is over 200,000. 
Tbe number of houses is estimated at 
50,000, in about one-half of which 
natural gas is the only fuel now used, 
and the number is constantly increas­ 
ing. One gas company alone added 
over 3000 customers to its list last 
rear. There is not a single rnaou- 
iacturlng establishment of any impor­ 
tance which now uses coal or any­ 
thing but natural gas for fuel. In 
fact, it is impossible for concerns using 
coal to compete successfully 
with 
those using gas. Conservative esti­ 
mates. made by experts, give the 
amount of coal that is now being dis­ 
placed in Pittsburg and Allegheny 
City alone by the U9e of natural gas at 
over 4,500,000 tons annually, and, it 
account be taken of the surrounding 
district, the quantity is much larger.—
